Gen-Tei Calls 


Holiday rates for long 
distance calls made to points 
outside Michigan will also 
apply on the Fridays prior to 
Christmas Day and New 
Year's Day this year, ac- 
cording to Claude Munsell, 
the General Telephone pre- 
sident. 

The extra day to place 
discounted interstate long 
distance calls should sub- 
stantially reduce the calling 
volume on the actual holiday 
and therefore reduce the 
chances for busy circuits, 
Munsell said.

BHEREALRERERSEERERSEREREREREINERER 
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The last significant en- 
gagement of the Revolution- 
ary War tasted only five 
minutes and was a decisive 
victory for a Gritish-indian 
force from Detroit. Fought at 
Blue Licks in‘northern Ken- 
tucky on August 19, 1782, it 
really didn't affect the out- 
come of the war, But it 
brought considerable des- 
pair and fear to the frontier. 

Shortly afier ine disas- 
trous conclusion of the 
expedition led by Colonel 
William Crawford against 
Indian villages of the Ohio 
country in June, red men of 
the Old Northwest struck 
anew at frontier settlements. 
tn July Captain William 
Caldwell, who had led the 
Britisn - Indian army that 
routed Crawtord’s American 
volunteers near Upper San- 
dusky, started out toward 
Wheeling with 1,100 Indians 
- reportedly the largest num- 
ber of them assembled in 
one’ unit during the war. 
Partway to ihe desiination 
most of the Indians decided 
to return to their villages, so 
the target of the campaign 
was changed to Bryan's Sta- 


tion, a fortified settlement ° 


about five miles northeast of 
Lexington. 

Caidweii - with the rene- 
gades Simon Girty, Matthew 
Elliott and Alexander McKee 
and a band of about 300° 
Wyandot warriors from the 
vicinity of Detroit - arrived 
there on the night of August 
15 and surrounded the fort. 
Hoping to draw the defend- 
ers. out, they sent a small 
Sand out of concealment to 
attack on the following mor- 
ning. About a dozen of the 
Kentuckians quickly dashed 
out: after them but spun 
around and ran back to safe- 
ty. Meanwhile, believing that 
their deception had been 
successfu!, the main force of 
Indians ran toward the west 
gate. Anticipating this ac- 
tion, the men in the fort 
opened fire and routed the 
attackers. Later in the day 17 
mounted men - part of a 
rescue: unit from nearby 
settlements - raced into the 
fort to strengthen its de- 
fense. 

- On the next day the In- 
dians and their British lead- 
ers withdrew, but in doing so 
they made no attempt ‘to 
‘cover their trail. And when 
they camped at Blue Licks 


‘on August 17, sentries were . 


posted to alert them to the 
apprcach of the Kentuckians 
who they expected would 


soon be pursuing them: 


SOON Co Pursulr 


About +80 militiamen from 
Lincoln and Fayette counties 
assembied at Bryan's Sta- 
tion on the morning of the 
18th, ready to follow and 
fight the enemy army. When 
they arrived at Blue Licks the 
next day, Daniel Boone re- 
commended that their attack 
be delayed until additional 
men led by Benjamin Logan 


should arrive. He also warn- 
ed that an ambush might 


await them if they crossed 
the Licking River at the point 
where a few Indians had 
been observed. 

But Boone's views were 
disregarded, and impulsive 
Hugh McGary ted a headlong 
charge. Now commanded by 
Boone, .the left wing of the 
American attackers forced 
back the indians, but the 
right and center were out- 
flanked and a mad dash back 
to the river began. Retreating 
across the stream, many of 
the Kentuckians were toma- 
hawked as they tried to swiin 
to safety. 

Arnong the first to reach 
the opposite shore safely 
was Benjamin Netherland

who minutes earlier tad 
been called a coward be- 
cause he advocated delaying 
the assault. He took control 
and railied his comrades to 
keep up a vigorous fire at the 
Indians so that more of the 
retreating Kentuckians could 
get across. 

The retreat continued un- 
til, about five miles from 
Bryan’s Station, the survi- 


vors met the unit of volun- 


teers under Logan who were 
on the way to help. ft wasn't 
until three days later that 
Logan advanced to Blue 
Licks, and by that time the 
British - led Indians were 
gone. 

In the brief engagement at 
Blue Licks about 70 Ken- 
tucky frontiersmen were kill- 
ed and more than 20 were 
captured or wounded. On the 
other side only six Indians 
and a French _ interpreter 
were killed and ten indians 
wounded.

The Christmas scason 
celebrated in museums 
across the country, brings 
a rich panonly of holiday 
customs, traditions and daz- 
zling beauty. One such dis- 
play, a Christmas exhibi- 
ition at The Museum of the 
City of New York, “A Party 
et the Stettheimers” was 
put together by John Noble, 
curator at the Museum, It 
was a labour of lave and 
involvement for Mr. Noble 
who says the personality of 
the creator of the house 
“yery clearly expressed it- 
self” in determining what 
ne could and could not do, 
in creating a Christmas 
fantasy in this unique doll 
house. 


A different leve} of reality 
has been achieved and a 
set Of dolls artiuliy designed 
ta bring the house to spark- 
ling life. It Is the Stcttheim- 
ers themselves, Florine and 
Ettie, Carrie and their 
mother, who are portrayed, 
and the house was decorat- 
ed for Christmas as thoy 
might have dove it in the 
mid-1020’s, and peopled 
with some of their illustri- 
ous friends. 


The Stettheimer House 
was made during the 1920's 
by Carrie Walter Stettheiimn- 
er, one of three fabulous 
sisters who, with their 
mother “ruled for almost a 
generation one of the ac- 
knowledged intellectual sa- 
lons of our town.” (Henry 
McBride}. 

Given to the museum 30 
years ago, the doll house 
was the life-long project of 
this wealthy spinster. It 
has advanced decorating 
ideas, a miniature gallery, 
and as Mr, Noble suggests, 
almost ghostly glimpses into 
the life of the Stettheimer 
sisters. 


Florine Stettheimer was 
a self-taught painter and 
stage designer whose works 
were exhibited at The Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, in the 
1940's after her death. Ettie 
Siettheimer wrote novels 
under the name of Henrie 
Waste. Carrie, long consii- 
ered the least talented of 
the three ststers, created 
her fabulous doll house, 
putting together its elabor- 
ate furnishings herself. 
Carrie Stettheimer created

In the nursery which is 
appropriately papered and 
furnished, there is a set of 
doll furniture that could 
fit in a nutshell. 


The house was filled with 
dolls of the Stettheimers 
and their “iiends, by Mr. 
Noble, fhe dolls were mod- 
dled from Florine’s paint- 
ings and dressed in authen- 
tic styles of the day. Among 
them are sculptor Gaston 
Lachaise. painter Marcel 
Duchamp, writer Henry Mc- 
Bride, photographer Ed- 
ward Steichen, composer 
Virgil Thompsen and other 
cininent personalities who 
frequented the salon. Some 
of the greatest literary and 
artistic figures of the 20's 
and 30's were part of the 
coterie attending the small 
formal dinner parties in the 
tavish apartment of Mrs. 
Stettheimer. 

The most remarkable fea- 
ture of the doll house is its 
art gallery containing what 
has proved to be a choice 
collection of works by im- 
portant artists of the peri- 
od, all created especially 
for this mini-mansion. Of 
the many small original 
masterpieces, perhaps the 
most celebrated are Marcel 
Duchainp's miniature ver- 
sion of his “Nude Descend- 
ing a Stairease” and the 
alabaster “Venus” by Gas- 
ton Lachaise.

Tender loving care 
for thriving poinsettas 


Do yeu know the origin of the lovely piant we have come 
to identify with Christmas? These colorful plants were 
first introduced to America in 1825, by Joel Poinsett. then 
serving as our Ambassador fo Mexico, who brought some 
16 plants bark to his South Carolina greenhouse. He gave 
them to friends and betanists with greenhouses who nur- 
tured them carefully. 


Poinsettias moved out of doors in the early 1900’s when 
a Swiss horticulturist, Albert Ecke, started to raise them 
in California fcr local holiday selling. Now we have come 
to enjoy poinsettias, not only at the Christmas holiday, 
but all the year round as well, The most popular is the 
vivid red, but there are white, nink and marbicd flowers 
as handsome and radiant. 


Poinsettias need specific care if they ze to flourish, but 
that care is not really complicated, Tuey are happiest kept 
at room temperature, near 4 window, in iul] daylight, but 
out of drafts. Water when the top soil feels dry to your 
touch, Keeping the soil moist, but not wet. 

If you decide to move your poinsettia outdoors for the 
summer, it, will need cntting back help it retain its shape, 
To encourage a shorter, fuller piant cui it back between 
the middle of July and the beginning of August, and repot 
in a put une ur iwo sives larger Guae Ger original, and 
bring indoors again about Labor Day. 

Poinsettias are photo-period sensitive plants that flower 
in resnonse to the length of the day. Ten hours of day- 
light and fourteen hours of darkness will start flowers on 
their way. but the least glimmer o1 light during the dark 
hours will abort any flowering. 

From about Octeber I to mid-December, the plant should 
be in complete darkness from sunset to sunup. It can be 
put inte a closet, in a room that remains dark through 
those hours, or under a table that is skirted to the floor. 
If you have a large enough carton available up-end it over 
the poinsettia to keep ijight oul. Unless the pliant is kept 
in the dark it will not flower. 

The colorful bracts that develop from this period will 
be ample reward for your tender loving care, and will add 
much excitement to your holiday decor.

Christmas, 1976 A.D. — most 
of us know this means Christmas 
1976 “in the vear of our Lord." 
We have been using the A.D. 
notation since Charles ILI of Ger- 
many atiached the symbolism to 
the years of his reign in 879. 

The “B.C."*— Before Christ 
—notation came earlier. in the 
year 532, the idea of a monk who 
wished to mark the beginning 
of the Christian era. 


According te calculations, the 


Christian era began on January t 


in the middle of the fuurth year of . 


the 194th Olympiad, the 753rd 
year of the building of Rome, and 
in 4714 of the Julian Period. 

The Julian Period was devised 
in 1583 A.D. By Joseph Scaliger. 
who multiplied the lunar cycle 19. 
solar cycle 28 and the Roman in- 
dication 15. 

Perhaps the earliest method 
of marking time was devised by 
the Egyptians, about 4.000 B.C. 
— based on the Mundane era 
of Alexander, and calculating the 
“beginning” to be about 5502 
B.C.

Contemporary Stained Glass Windows 
Aiter a period when interest in stained glass windows 


waned, the late 1200’s brought about new and original 
designs and color schemes. Artists Charles J. Connick and 
Wilbur Herbert Burnham became well knbwn for their

Greeting cards have 
colorful, historic sources 


Each year researchers come up with more and more 
fascinating information about the origins of Christmas 
and New Year greetings. 

Greeting cards are usually made of stiff paper or card- 
board, but cloth, vellum, leather, celluloid, metal, wood, 
clay, cork, and new materials have been added to their 
des i ry in size. In 1929 
ed as a Christmas 
d in 1924, President 
Calvin Coolidge received a Christmas card ti 
21 x 33 inches! 

In ancient Egypt the New Year was celebrated. by the 
exchange of symbolic presents such 4s scent bottles and 
scarabs inscribed “an ab nub" (“all good luck”). The Ro- 
mans exchanged strenae, originally branches of laurel or 
Olive, often coated with gold lear, Gyniscis of seasonal 
good will, such as 4 Roman lamp and the figure of Victory 
surrounded by strenae, were combined on objects of baked 
elay, with the inscription “Anno Novo faustum fellx tibi 
sit” (“May the New Year be happy and lucky for you"). 
The acknowledgment of the New Year with the exchanges 
of good will continued in Europe through the early days of 
Christianity. 

In the 15th century, master wood engravers produced 
inscribed prints which had the same intent as the modern 
Christtnas and New Year cards. One of these shows the 
Christ Child with halo, before 2 cross holding a scroll on 
which appears “Ein gust sclig ior’ ("A good and 
year”). During the 18th and early 19th centuries, copper 
plate engravers were producing prints and caicndars for 
the New Year and greetings by merchants and tradesmen 
were common. 

Recognized as the first Christmas card is one designed 
in England by J. C. Horsley, in 1843 for his friend Sir 
Henry Cole, An edition of 1,000 copies was placed on sale 
at Felix Summerly’s Treasure House in London in 1846. 
They were priited by lithograpny on stiff cardboard, in 
dark sepia and hand colored. The design shows a family 
party in progress, beneath which is the greeting, “A Merry 
Christinas and a Happy New Year to You.” 

A similar card was designed by W, M. Egley of London 
and produced as an etching in 1848. While this card is 
more elaborate, its design suggests a relationship to the 
Cole-Horsley card. The same may be said of an American 
Christinas card of the same period, designed by R. H. 
Pease of Albany. N.Y., which bore the inscription, “Pease’s 
Great Variety Store in The Temple of Fancy.” Sentimen‘ 
cards were exchanged and collected in the United States 
from 1830 to the Civil War and many have survived... 
among them an “expanding heart” Christmas present or 
greeting card in purse form, dating from about 1859.

Youngsters can spend many creative hours in the kitch- 
en, baking and putting together their very own cockies 
and Christmas treats. 

The recipes b for litiie folk and will pro~ 
yide suime toothse: goodies to add excitement to your 
table, hang on your tree or wrap as gifts. 

Basic Cookies (from a mix). Decide which cookie to 
make and make up basic dough from package directions. 
Use ginger-cookie mix if preferred, Roll dough out about 
4%" thick, Cut in desired shapes. Bake as package directs, 
then decorate with prepared frosting. 


Santa Cookie: From cookie dough mix, cut out tear drop 
shape about 3” tall. Sprinkle with red sugar. Bake, cool, 
then decorate. Pointed top of tear drop is Santa’s peaked 
hat. The wide bottom, his body. 


Gumdrop Christmas Tree: Cut out triangle for tree, and 
smail rectangle for tree base, from basic cockie dough. 
Press parts into place on cookie sheet and bake. When 
cool, add gum drops for ornaments. 


Singing Angel: From cookie dough mix, cut out circle 
for head and larger triangle for body. From contrasting 
dough cut wings in tear-drup shape. Oi cookle sheet, 
press all parts into piace and bake. Cool and decorate with 
frosting or egg paint (recipe below). 


Egg Paint: It is easier for young people to decorate baked 
cookies, but egg paint can be applied before baking too. 
To make this medium. mix an egg yoke with a few drops 
of water. Put small amounts in tiny dishes and add vege-

Most spots and siuins are 
easily removed if you really 
know how to handle them 
properly. Eash process de- 
scribed should be tested on 
the extra fabric of an inside 
seam, or 2 corner of the 
fabric involved, before at- 
tacking the actual stain. 

ina kit ef first aid clean- 
ing agents and tools be sure 
to include an eyedropper 
(to measure one drop of 
liquid at a time), an art 
gum eraser, magnifying 
glass, white vinegar, and a 
soapless shampoo (not 
meant for hair), Spots are 
best removed from the 
wrong side of the fabric, 
with a paper towel placed 
beneath them. Move the 
towel around so the soil 
comes off on a clean part. 
Pat dry, do not fron. Re- 
member suap wilt do morc 
harm than good, it often 
“seis” the stain. When a 
chemical has been used, 
hold spot over 2 glass of 
cold water, and pat the 
fabric into the water gently. 

Cojjee: For table linens, 
hold stained fabric taut 
over a deep basin. (Tie into 
place.) Put basin into emp- 
ty bathtub and from us 
high as possible, pour boil- 
ing water directly onto spot 
until it is removed. Pour 
slowly and carefully! 

Cocoa and chocoiaie: As 
soon as possible sponge with 
cold water. A paste of Borax 
and water can be applied to 
table linens, 

Chewing aum: Rub with 
ice cube until hard. Scrape 
as much as possible away. 
If fabric is linen or cotton 
texture, put adhesive tape 
Over spot and press down 
hard. Pull adhesive up 
quickly while someone else 
holds the fabric tight. 

Candle droppings: Scrape 
excess wax away. White 
wax spots can be put be- 
tween 2 layers of blotting 
paper and pressed with a 
warm iron, If snot nersists, 
dilute a little wood alcohol 
with water and apply. 

fee mt: Sponge with 
warm water and let dry. 
Sponge with carbon tetra- 
chloride. 

Lipstick: Sponge with 
carbon tetrachloride. 

Blood: Fresh blood stains 
respond well to a mixture 
of 2 tablespoons of salt and 
1 tablespoon water. If fab- 
ric is washable soak in cold 
water. or white fabric that 
is not washable use hydro- 
gen peroxide. 

Ink. A solution of table 
salt and water will remove 
most fresh ink spots, 

Shoe polish and heel 
marks: Dampen a clean, 
soft cloth with a reliable 
cleaning fluid, kerosene or 
turpentine and rub gently 
on reverse side of fabric.
